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Prison Warden Is 

Rotary Club Speaker 

A picture of modern criminology and 
prison practice was given members of 
the Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club 
at the weekly luncheon Tuesday. The 
speaker was Major Romanus Fellman, 
warden of the Montgomery County 
prison at Norristown. 

"Why are so many young men in jail 
today," Major Fellman asked. "Ten 
years ago the average age of a prisoner 
was 38. Today it is 22. The reason, in 
my opinion, is modernism. Speed and the 
search of pleasure and the almighty 
dollar are driving the youths to the 
prisons." 

Condemnation of the increase in ciga- 
rette smoking by women, road houses 
and drunken driving was a feature of the 
talk. Major Fellman placed the re- 
sponsibility for the increase in crime 
squarely up to the parents. 

"The prison cannot cure. Instead of 
improving the prisoner, it turns him 
out weaker physically and morally. The 
parents must teach and advise. Young 
girls must be kept in touch with their 
age — you can't teach them much that 
they do not know." 

Patriotism, the warden said, is losing 
ijs hold due to disrespect for law.

Thrill Ride on Train 

Ends in Youth's Death 



A 19-year-old Philadelphia youth was 
instantly killed Monday night near the 
Merion Station of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad under a freight train on which 
he and a companion had stolen a short 
ride as a thrill. 

The victim, Earl Wilson, 19, of 31 
North Thirty-seventh Street, in leaping 
from the rapidly moving train, struck a 
fence between east and westbound tracks 
and rolled under the cars. His head was 
struck by some part of the car and his 
leg crushed by the wheels. 

Earl Dundon, 19, of 3845 Pearl Street, 
Philadelphia, his companion in the fatal 
adventure, was still on the train when 
he saw the victim disappear under a 
car. A short distance farther on he 
leaped, narrowly clearing the fence. The 
tail of his coat was ripped by one panel, 
so close was he to the obstruction. Run- 
ning back after the train passed, he 
found the body of his companion. His 
cries for aid were heard by a taxi driver, 
who summoned police. 

Lieutenant Duke, accompanied by Pa- 
trolman Beggs and Robb arrived at the 
scene in a few minutes. They saw at 
once that the youth was beyond medical 
aid and arranged for his removal to 
Frankenfield's morgue. Later the body 
was sent to his home in Philadelphia. 

At the police station in Ardmore, 
Dundon told how he and Wilson, upon 
leaving four other youths at the Over- 
brook Station, decided to take the ad- 
venturous ride. They hopped the 
freight there and rode as far as Merion, 
he said.

Marcelino Bauza, the "Frank Frisch" 
flash; Salvador Massip, greatest of first 
sackers ; Basilo Cueria, the home-run 
king; Ramiro Ramirez, manager and 
former Bacharach and Lincoln Giants 
star; Elbert "Smoky Joe" Williams, the 
speedball artist, and many others. The 
Havana Red Sox carry a playing staff 
of fourteen ball players and are uniquely 
uniformed and equipped. The "Shadow- 
ball Exhibition" before the game, pre- 
senting plenty of "whoopee," is one of 
the big hits to be offered the fans of this 
vicinity. 

The Havana Red Sox opened their 
season at Miami, Fla., early in March, 
after a winter campaign in Cuba, and 
barnstormed the South, gradually work- 
ing their way North.

Grove Place Residents 
Sign Paving Petition 

Will Be Paved in Accordance 
With Street Improve- 
ment Bond Issue. 



ROCKLAND IS PENDING 



Residents of Grove Place have de- 
posited with the borough authorities a 
completely signed petition requesting the 
paving of that street in accordance with 
the provisions of the Street Improvement 
Issue by means of which the property 
owners pay 30 per cent, and the borough 
pays the remaining 70 per cent. If this 
petition is approved in its legality by the 
borough solicitor's office, and there is 
little doubt of such approval, Grove 
Place property owners, as well as those 
on Wynnewood Court, will see the per- 
manent improvement of their street this 
season at lower cost to themselves than 
can possibly be obtained at any future 
time in any other way. 

That section of Rockland Road, from 
Narberth to the railroad bridge, still re- 
mains in doubt, but only so far as the 
terms of payment for the improvement 
are concerned. If four-fifths of the 
property owners on that street are will- 
ing to sign the same kind of a peti- 
tion which has already been signed by 
the property owners on the other two 
streets, they can participate in the bene- 
fits of the bond issue. 

If, however, the Rockland Road prop- 
erty owners are not willing to sign that 
petition in sufficient numbers to qualify 
under the bond issue, it will be necessary 
for the borough authorities to proceed 
with the improvement of that street un- 
der the general statutes. In such a case, 
it would be legally impossible for any of 
the available bond issue funds to be ap- 
plied to that street, leaving the borough 
authorities no alternative but to assess 
all of the cost of the Rockland Road im- 
provement against the property owners 
there. 

The State laws no longer permit 
boroughs to install such permanent pave- 
ments on streets which have not previ- 
ously been improved and to take the 
money out of current tax receipts. A 
special bond issue, ratified for that pur- 
pose by the voters, as was the case with 
the Street Improvement Bond Issue, of 
course, makes money available, but that 
money can be spent only in accordance 
with the terms governing the bond is- 
sue. The Narberth Street Improve- 
ment Bond Issue of $75,000 was ap- 
proved by the voters of Narberth in No- 
vember, 1924, and since that time ap- 
proximately four miles of streets have 
been improved in accordance with the 
terms of it. 

The terms of that bond issue pro- 
vided that the property owners should 
pay 30 per cent, of the cost and that they 
should indicate their agreement thereto 
by a signed petition. It is impossible at 
this late day to change the terms of that 
bond issue and it would not be legally 
fair to the hundreds of Narberth prop- 
erty owners, who have previously com- 
plied with it, to grant any different terms 
to the people on Rockland Road. After 
a delay of four years, waiting for their 
compliance, it is no longer possible for 
the borough authorities to refrain longer 
from permanently improving that street 
when public interest clearly demands it. 
Therefore, surveys have already been 
made and bids have been advertised for 
covering the improvement of Rockland 
Road as well as the other unpaved 
streets. It is expected that the work 
will be installed this season.

UNCLE CY'S COLUMN 



This is the third of a series of 
articles on "Prohibition" which 
express the views of the columnist 
rather than the editorial policy of 
the news-magazine. 

Prohibition. 
The forces for temperance, with 
science and education on their side, 
were gradually educating children in 
private and public schools about the 
injurious effects of alcohol. Their 
reasonable propaganda was spreading, 
and they worked into politics in as 
insidious a way as the most experi- 
enced lobbyists. Drink to them had 
always been an unforgivable curse, and 
they were determined to wipe it out. 
The opening gun was "wartime pro- 
hibition," which appealed to public 
sentiment as a wise, though temporary, 
measure. The submitting of Vol- 
stead's amendment to the Constitu- 
tion on top of this went through the 
Senate and House so easily that few 
people realized what had happened. 
This amendment was declared in force 
January 16, 1919, and in case you for- 
get its exact terms here it is: 
ARTICLE XVIII 

1. After one year from the ratifica- 
tion of this Article the manufacture, 
sale or transportation of intoxicating 
liquors within, the importation thereof 
into, or the exportation thereof from 
the United States and all territory sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof for 
beverage purposes is hereby pro- 
hibited. 

2. The Congress and the several 
States shall have concurrent power to 
enforce this article by appropriate 
legislation. 

3. This article shall be inoperative 
unless it shall have been ratified as an 
amendment to the Constitution by the 
Legislatures of the several States, as 
provided in the Constitution, within 
seven years from the date of the sub- 
mission hereof to the States by Con- 
gress. 

* * * 

One can readily see by the very 
terms of the Act that it was not rail- 
roaded through Congress while all of 
our young men were fighting in 
France, as is so frequently charged. 
The terms were clear and the matter 
was concise. 



What happened? First of all a 
great many very fine men whose 
whole investment was tied up in 
breweries and distilleries were sud- 
denly deprived of their businesses and 
income without compensation. Sec- 
ond, hundreds of thousands of saloon- 
keepers were forced to close their 
doors and to seek a new form of em- 
ployment. Third, the thirsty of the 
nation were supposed to change their 
choice of beverages without any grad- 
ual warning almost overnight. 

It was some time before many 
people actually realized what had 
happened, and the initial efforts at 
enforcement drew cheers from the 
militant Prohibitionists, the Anti- 
Saloon League and the W. C. T. U., 
arch enemies of "John Barleycorn." 
The temperate and moderate-drinking 
public was dismayed and not a little 
defiant at what it considered an un- 
reasonable infringement of its rights. 
There was talk about the invasion of 
personal liberty, the invasion of pri- 
vate homes and the general iniquity 
of the procedure. Such talk is child- 
ish. A man may not abuse his wife 
or children at home; the law prevents 
that. He may not use narcotics or 
sell them at home or be subject to 
arrest. His "castle" is liable to inva- 
sion from the forces of the law for 
many sorts of irregularities, so that 
invasion to stop illegal drinking is 
quite in keeping with other restric- 
tions of personal liberties or licenses. 

I do, however, believe that this Act 
was designed without proper regard 
for human psychology and with too 
great stringency for the purpose in- 
tended, so that by overstepping its 
alleged goal of temperance it induced 
an era of utter lawlessness and license 
such as our country had never before 
seen. 

Next week we shall start examining 
the effects of prohibition as we have 
known it in the United States.

Jubilation still reigns at Haverford 
College over winning its first cham- 
pionship in seventeen years of com- 
petition in the Middle Atlantic States 
Collegiate Athletic Association at the 
annual meet last Friday and Saturday 
at Walton Field. 

The Scarlet and Black track and 
field stars scored 47 7/10 points to 
nose out Alfred University, which ran 
up the surprising total of 38 1/5 
points. Rutgers was third with 26 
points, while Lafayette, Johns Hop- 
kins, Swarthmore, Dickinson, Union, 
Gettysburg, Muhlenberg, Ursinus, 
Delaware and Manhattan, other 
schools which qualified, were com- 
pletely outdistance in the score. 

The lion's share of the glory for 
Haverford's first M. A. S. C. A. A. 
•crown goes to Morris, Sykes and Ens- 
worth, but other Haverford stars who 
made possible the victory by winning 
second, third, fourth and fifth places 
in various events are also being sung 
in praise. 

Morris not only won the finals of 
the discus throw and the shotput, but 
established new M. A. S. C. A. A. 
records in both events. The standing 
shotput record was smashed by "Kgg," 
as his teammates please to call him, in 
the finals, when he heaved the shot 
45 feet 11^6 inches, bettering by 8->£ 
inches the previous record. By sail- 
ing the discus 146 feet 14 inch in the 
qualifying trial on Friday, he shat- 
tered the association mark of 141 feet. 

Sykes, by breaking the tape first in 
the finals of the 220-yard low hurdles, 
and Ensworth in winning the 100-yard 
dash, brought Haverford its other two 
crowns in the fourteen events. 

Ensworth also placed second in the 
220-yard dash. Haverford athletes to 
will other second places were Tripp, 
in the broad jump, and Richardson, 
tied with Cohen, Union, in the high 
jump. 

G. Edgar, of Haverford, won third 
place in the one-mile run, while Speck 
tied with four other contestants for 
third in the pole vault. Fourth in the 
shotput was Fields, of Haverford, and 
R. Edgar, of Haverford, was fifth in 
the 880-yard run. 

In an exhibition 2400-yard relay race 
run Saturday afternoon, New York 
University's crack middle-distance 
sprinters established a new unofficial 
world's record of 4 minutes and 52 2/5 
seconds. The opposiitg team, picked 
from the stars participating in the 
meeting, included Gerenbeck, of Haver- 
erford. 

Excellent weather attended the an- 
nual championships and large crowds 
were on hand both days. The 1930 
contest is scheduled to be held on 
Walton Field.

Famous Flag Briefly 

Displayed in Ardmore 

For the first time in recent years the 
public is being given an opportunity to 
view the cherished mourning flag owned 
and made by Mrs. Marie Harvey, 90, of 
2938 Wharton Street, Philadelphia. The 
flag, made on April 16, 1865, the day 
after Lincoln's assassination, is being 
shown Memorial Day, today and tomor- 
row at the store of James Mills, 53 
Cricket Avenue, Ardmore. Mrs. Harvey 
is Mr. Mills' mother. 

The flag has been draped and hung 
out by Mrs. Harvey at the death not only 
of Lincoln, but also of Presidents Gar- 
field, Arthur, Grant, Benjamin Harrison 
and Hayes. The dearly treasured em- 
blem is made of flannel and measures 
four by six feet. No bunting could be 
purchased in this section then, and Mrs. 
Harvey, desiring to have the flag dis- 
played, bought the flannel in a small 
Philadelphia store. The flag was cut, 
sewed and made by her hands. 

Mourning cloth was also scarce then, 
and Mrs. Harvey ripped up her black 
hooppskirt and hung the cloth from 
window to window. The same piece of 
black ribbon which was tied to it in 1865 
is tied to it now.

The following historical sketch, which will be printed 
serially, was written by Margaret B. Harvey, and originally 
■published in a volume issued by the Historical Society of 
Montgomery County in 1895. Entitled "Something About 
Lower Merion," it traces the history of the township from its 
beginnings to the 1890's with many delightful digressions. 



Installment 10. 

In which ive hear of the settlement and 
naming of Bala anil of some of the early 
families in Loivcr Merion. 

Trace the roadbed east from the 
General Wayne tavern. For half a 
mile it follows the old Lancaster Road, 
here continuous with the Indian trail, 
reaching the Ford Road at Merion- 
ville. The old railroad here deflects 
and follows the Ford Road, the con- 
tinuation of the Indian trail, past the 
row of cone-like cedars, once visible 
from the garret window of my an- 
cestral home. From this point to City 
Avenue is but a distance of a few 
yards, and the old railroad passed into 
Philadelphia and continued upon its 
way through the park to the Columbia 
bridge. But before reaching City Ave- 
nue, the roadbed led a deep cut in a 
rocky hill, and this same deep cut, 
long abandoned by the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, is now utilized by it for the 
route of the Schuylkill Valley branch. 

And now ive have approached within 
only a few feet of the spot where the 
early white man first entered Lower 
Merion. This spot is now the prop- 
erty of the Roberts family. The Rob- 
erts' domain extends, just as it did 
nearlv two hundred vears ago, from 
the Ford Road to the Schuylkill. Its 
old name, Pencoyd or Penquoid, has 
been applied to the iron works with 
the newly-grown village upon the 
river's edge, presenting such a pic- 
turesque aspect to the beholder upon 
the opposite bank, the tall chimneys 
breathing out fire and smoke against 
the dark green hills. Here were, for 
years, shad fisheries, the property of 
the Jones family. President George 
B. Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, belongs to this same old Welsh 
race of Roberts. He it was who 
created the Schuylkill branch and es- 
tablished Bala station upon the edge 
of his ancestral lands. Welsh names 
throughout Lower Merion either sur- 
vive or have been revived with praise- 
worthy taste. President Roberts ap- 
plied to this station a name which 
would correspond with these other 
Welsh names in the neighborhood — 
Bala, from Bala in Merionethshire, 
Wales, from which the first American 
Roberts brought his bride. This name, 
ere long, will become doubly appro- 
priate, for Merion vi lie's, or more prop- 
erly Merioneth's, growing down along 
the Ford Road to the station is only 
a question of time. 

And now have I come back to mj 
starting point. Almost. The exten- 
sive domain upon the other side ot 
Bala station has been in the Stadel- 
maii family nearly as long as the Rob- 
erts territory in theirs. This fact re- 
minds me of many things. One is, 
that though I myself represent a race 
driven out of Lower Merion by mod- 
ern invaders, I also represent invad- 
ers; my ancestors, early though they 
were, were not the first to claim the 
soil. English and Irish Friends fol- 
lowed Welsh Quakers and Episco- 
palians and German Lutherans; and 
such names as Jones, Roberts, Prict 
(a modification ot ap Rees), Bevan 
(an alteration of ap Evans), Humph- 
reys (hun Fries, meaning, literally, 
trom Friesland), Wynne, Super and 
Stadehnan have the chief claim to 
distinction. Almost contempory with 
the Welsh were German emigrants 
from the Palitinate, fleeing also, like 
the Welsh, from persecution. By the 
year 1769 these Germans had so in- 
creased in numbers that they founded 
an Evangelical Lutheran Church in 
Merion; and one of the first members 
of this church was a Stadehnan, whose 
descendants still possess their ancestral 
home. But many of these German 
Lutherans lived just as far from their 
place of worship as the first Stadehnan 
did. 

"The little Dutch Church" was a 
primitive edifice, almost literally in the 
wilderness, standing as it did on the 
old road from Merion Meeting to Hav- 
erford, called Church Road from the 
German place of worship and not from 
either meeting house. This same an- 
tique structure remained, in the midst 



of its beautiful cemetery half a mile 
beyond Ardmore toward the Delaware 
County line, until about six years ago, 
when it was pulled down to be super- 
ceded by a more modern and less at- 
tractive church in the village proper. 
This, to the eyes of outsiders, seems 
the most foolish thing that the con- 
gregation ever did; but they have a 
history of the heroic devotion of their 
forefathers of which any congregation 
might well be proud. Thus early it 
will be seen were altars of religion 
consecrated in Lower Merion in more 
ways and in other names than one. I 
can not here give an account of any 
particular denomination and its 
growth, but will only remark that the 
first Episcopal Church, the Redeemer, 
near Bryn Mawr, was an offshoot of 
old St. Davids, at Radnor; and that 
Methodism, while successful every- 
where else in the world, never flour- 
ished in Lower Merion. 



New Left Turn Ruling 

Goes Into Effect Saturday 

Motorists, attention! The amended 
Vehicle Code of Pennsylvania be- 
comes effective Saturday, June 1, and 
aside from the increase in the maxi- 
mum speed limit to forty miles an 
hour, the most important provision 
concerns the making of left turns at 
intersections. 

William S. Canning, engineering di- 
rector of the Keystone Automobile 
Club, pointed out this week the im- 
portance of this provision. "Under 
the new law," he said, "there will be 
one method only for the making of 
left turns — from the lane of traffic 
nearest to the centre of the highway. 
It is true that the law of 1927 made 
such provision, but it was weakened 
by a clause permitting local authorities 
to indicate other methods of making 
the turn by posting signs at the inter- 
section. Thus the attempt at uniform- 
ity was nullified and motorists found 
various localities interpreting the law 
in a different manner. 

"The amended Code permits no 
deviation from the standard provi- 
sion. Local authorities may forbid left 
turns at certain intersections entirely, 
but they cannot change the method 
as prescribed by the act. 

"It is important for motorists to 
understand that under the law any 
vehicle approaching an intersection, 
from any direction, must yield the 
right of way to a vehicle turning left 
within the intersection, provided that 
the driver of the turning vehicle has 
given the proper signal of his inten- 
tions. 

"It is also important for the mo- 
torist to know that in making the left 
turn from the lane of traffic nearest 
to the centre of the highway, he must 
not pass around the centre of the in- 
tersection, but he is obliged to pass 
as close as possible thereto on the 
left."

#165,000 Structure Will Be 
Erected Without Base- 
ment Garage. 



Refusal of the Board of Adjustment 
of Lower Merion Township to ap- 
prove plans for the construction of a 
$165,000 apartment building, with a 
garage in the basement, on Montgom- 
ery Avenue, near Morris, Bryn Mawr, 
will not balk the erection of the struc- 
ture, it was learned. 

Since the approval of the plans was 
refused on the grounds that the gar- 
age underneath the building would 
violate the Zoning Code, the build- 
ers, Elmer B. Hampton, Inc., have 
decided to erect the apartment with- 
out the automobile storage department. 

With that objectionable feature

Appeal of William A. Hayden from 
the action of the building inspector in 
refusing to grant a permit for the con- 
struction of a two-family dwelling at 
836-38 Lancaster Avenue, Bryn Mawr. 

Appeal of W. A. Wilkinson, Jr., 
from the action of the building inspec- 
tor in refusing to grant a permit for 
the construction of a private dwelling, 
with garage attached, on Howe Road, 
near Meeting House Lane, General 
Wayne district. 

Appeal of Dr. Walter Chrystie from 
the action of the building inspector in 
granting a permit for the erection of 
a private garage at Montgomery and 
Morris Avenues, East Bryn Mawr.

For Nature Sanctuary 

A unique "building" proposition came 
under consideration at the last meeting 
of the Lower Merion Board of Adjust- 
ment in the appeal of Donald F. Bishop, 
of Germantown, for permission to con- 
struct an open-air fireplace on an un- 
developed lot of ground on Sussex 
Road, near Knox Road, in the South 
Ardmore residential district. 

The fireplace, Mr. Bishop explained, is 
the beginning of what he hopes to de- 
velop into an outdoor sanctuary, where 
his children can study the miracles of 
nature and the habits of the birds and 
insects. He said he intends to plant 
trees, shrubbery and flowers there, to 
erect several bird houses and to beautify 
the barren plot in other ways. The lot 
is 320 feet wide and about twice that 
deep. 

In the center of the garden would be 
the fireplace, costing $3000, where he 
can group together his children in com- 
fort and tell them stories about nature 
as in the dear dead days of old, he said. 

The fireplace will not be without its 
modern touch, however, for he plans an 
ornamental covering of sheet metal 
which will forestall the need of stamp- 
ing out the dying embers when he leaves 
after an outing at the sanctuary. The 
closely fitting cover will simply be 
closed and the embers will be im- 
prisoned. 

Despite the protests of a score of resi- 
dents, who opposed the fireplace on the 
grounds it would create a fire hazard, 
the Board of Adjustment granted the 
appeal. 

The members pointed out to the dis- 
gruntled neighbors-to-be that as long as 
Bishop was the owner of the land he 
could build a bonfire there without con- 
sulting anyone and that if he was con- 
siderate enough to erect the fireplace to 
eliminate dangers of his clubby fires 
spreading, the residents had not a foot 
to stand on in opposing the man's 
unusual whim.

WEEKLY HEALTH TALK 

"Give the Body a Square Deal," 
Says Dr. Theodore Appel. 

"Co-operation is perhaps an 
overworked word these days 
However, when it is applied to 
health problems it is an exceed- 
ingly apt one. The difficulty is 
that this fact is not so thoroughly 
appreciated by the general run of 
person as it might be," said Dr, 
Theodore B. Appel, Secretary of 
Health, recently. 

"Properly, the magazines and 
papers feature the work of health 
organizations, Federal, State and 
local. But there is an apparent 
unfortunate tendency for many to 
imagine that with the health of- 
ficials — not to mention insurance 
companies — on the job, little if 
anything needs to be done along 
health lines by themselves. 

"Now the truth of the matter is 
that organizations interested in 
health are doing an efficient job 
on the public phases of health 
work involving adequate sewer- 
age facilities, pure water, child 
disease control. Nevertheless, a 
very big job remains for the indi- 
vidual. And he alone can do it. 

"Giving the body a square deal, 
in the last analysis, is purely a 
personal proposition. Health de- 
partments cannot regulate one's 
food and smoke intake, one's exer- 
cise, one's sleep, one's fresh air, 
one's amusements or one's leisure. 
And yet all these things very in- 
timately and essentially affect 
one's health condition. 

"As a matter of fact, the official 
health agencies may be ever so 
busy and ever so capable but their 
activities will be of little conse- 
quence to those persons who de- 
liberately live in direct violation 
to nature's fundamental laws. 

"Official medicine is doing its 
part splendidly. However, one's 
health success lies in his enthusi- 
astic co-operation with it."
